congressmen. 
Although this year's primaries are 
more than half over, major party 
nominees are yet to be chosen in 22 
states. 
In 16 of these, senatorial 
candidates are to be selected. 
The chief interest at this time 
centers on three races, those of Sen­ 
ators George, in Georgia, and Tyd- 
ings, iii Maryland, and of Rep. 
O’Connor, in New York, because Mr. 
Roosevelt has asked the Democratic 
voters not to re-nominate them. 
The first of the trio to come be­ 
fore the voters will be Tydings. Tile 
Maryland primary will be held Sep­ 
tember 12. 
Georgia follows on the 
fourteenth, and New York ballots 
for representatives on the twentieth. 
Two states will choose congres­ 
sional and minor state nominees 
Tuesday. 
Mississippi will have a 
primary and in Delaware there will 
be a Democratic state convention. 
A runoff primary’ in Texas Satur­ 
day will decide whether Rep. W D. 
McFarlane. a New Dealer, will be 
re-nominated 
California 
and 
South 
Carolina 
wind 
up this month's primaries 
August 30. In both states the New 
Deal is an issue. 
Mr. Roosevelt 
personally endorsed Senator Mc­ 
Adoo, of California, for re-nomina- 
tion, and in South Carolina Sen­ 
ator Smith, an administration crit­ 
ic, is opposed by Gov. Olin Johnston 
and Edgar A. Brown, Roosevelt sup­ 
porters. 
Nevada,
